Our Indian Policy. 

According to tho moat authentic ba- 
sis of cnlculation tho popnlation of tbo 
United Colony may be pnt down at 
sixty thousand, five-tenths being In- 
dians, It is not tbo least remarkable 
ioature of the liistory of British Coluni»j 
bia that it ia still destitute of anything 

! and everythiog in ttie shape or nature 
of an Indii^n policy. ^T"or fifteen years 
we have been drifting along, profosa- 

■ ing to govern a commnnity of ten thoa-« 
sand Anglo-Saxons and fifty thousand 
heathens, without tho fain cost eO'ort to 
deal with the latter in acoordanco with 
any recognized policy, dealing, io faolj 
■with all as though there were no differ^ 

. ence — deaitng out what we pride our- 
selves in calling ' British justice ' to all 
alike, just as though all were alike ablo 
to appreciate and receive it. That this 
extraordinary proceeding is still no- 
marked by any very notioable difiMter 
is rather to be attributed to exceptional 
and extraneons circumstances than to 
any doubt regarding its inherent vi. 
oiousnoss. Yet wo are not without ox- 
porieuces which may fairly be accepted 
as pointing out the folly and danger cl 
•Bach a courae. One Indian diCdculty 
' alone, it will be recollected, coat the 
colony something like a score of lives 
and eighty thousand dollars in moQoy^a 
diCQciilty whicli it is fair to assume would 
never have cccurrod had our intercoarHo 
with.and treatment of, tho Indians been 
.placed upon a proper footing. Are not 
the robberies and isolated murders, the 
massacres of ships' crows and pillaging 
of ships laigely attributable to the same 
condition ? VVe.entertain grave doubts 
about tho right to treat the aboriginos of 
this colony as we are doing. Patting on 

. the shelf two or three instances of Hid- 
ited miasionary effort, our only attempt 
to civilize the Indians may bo said to 
conaiai in sending among ihom the 
whiskey-vendor and tho fur-t ider, (by 
placing theao in jux'aposilion wo mean 
no disrepect to the latter) and yet we 
ix>akg these heathens amenable to oor 
criminal code, judge and ' hang them 
like fnn * in accordonce with a law ron 
gordiug which they aro, tor tho most 
part, in total ignorancel Now this 
is a proceeding !,which we are 
disposed to regard as inconsistent 
with all our preconceived notions ot 
right, as, in fact, at onco repugnant 
to the principles of human nnd Divine 
UBlice. Referring to tho ilosaio econo- 
iny we find ih.o lex talionis, now held 
in a loose and corrupted form among.^t 
the Indians ; yet we hang an Indian tor 
enforcing the penalties of that law. 
Looking even to the Gospel dispensa- 
tion, we find tho Apostle Paul saying, 
i'or OS many as have sinned loithout law 
shall also perish without law.' * * * 
For when the GeniileH, which have 
not the law, do by mture tho things 
Contained in the law, these, having not 
the law, are a law unto themselves.' 
Tet we judge and hang the peer ii;- 
dians in accordance with a law which 
they are without 1 Wo utterly deny 
the right of our Government to do auy^ 
thing of the sort. Tho Indians have 
their oven code of lawa, amongst which 
we find tbe lex talionis, and it is tho 
bounden duty of the Govornmont to 
make these people more or less ac^ 
quaiuted with our superior c»do before 
ihey can lairly acquire the moral and 
equitable right to euforco it.. It mny 
be asserted that the frontier and coast 
tribes are, for the most par', familinr 
with oor laws, in eo far as regards, 
the taking of human life. \Ve question 
v>.' V laach wbothor 3uch tho catu t(. 
anj no;jHidorabIo cNtoiit, i.: Uiat sonae 
and di-^i CO which woui-j \^u[)\y moral 
obligation. But whatever may be said 
of those tribes thrown most in contact 
ivith tho whites, no such knowlcdt-e 
can bo claimed on behalf of tho intoriur 
tribes. And it should bo borno in mind 
that, it is not from tho miserable, firth- 
eating tribes on tho seaboard, hot from 
the more noble and warlike red men of 
the interior, who live by the chase, that 
real danger is to be apprehended. The 
necessity for an Indian policy has niiihor 
been unfelt nor unurgod. Tbo press 
has rcpoatcdly dwelt upon it ; and the 
Legislature haaditecttd atlcuiion to it. 
Doriug the last session of tho Legioiu- 

■tive Council the lion Mr Alston moved, 
and tho Hoi Mr. Eing sour ..Oeil the 
following resolution : '-That huinble 
addreas'be proeontod to bis Bxcollency 
tho Governor, reBpcotfully requesting 
him to issue a Commistion to euquire 
into and report upon ,ihe best system 
of administering Indian affairs and 
managing their reserves.'' Tno resolu- 
tion was carried by a voto of twelve to 
two. Tho Conunirifiiou was never i:Hii-. 
cd. it i? doubtful whether it would 
have been issued had Mr yoymour bten 
spared to the colony. Somehow the 
late Governor had conceived tho idea 
that Indian affairs vM)uld bo bettor lefi, 
entirely In' his bwn hands, unashisted by 
any organized policy, it is duo to tho 
memory ol Mr. Seymour to say that he 
over umuilosted o deep interest, in In- 
dian affaire. Indeed bo may bo RaiJ 
to have laid down his life in tb<.lr 
interest. Yet it was idle to iinii[;;ii.i) 
that even a more cnorKctic ir.au than 
himself could efl'octivoly administer 
tho ullairs ol 50,0UU Ludiuns scattered 
over a territory of upwards ol two hiin^ 
hundred thousand square miles, it 
may be regarded as ono of tho many 
arguments iu favorof Confederation that 
it will at onco relieve tho Colony of tho 
respousibilily and expense involved in 
udminiBtering its Indian all'airs. 'Ihis 
is a department which iB purely a l''ed- 
oral ono ; fti\d it is ^raiUjring to knqw 



that the Indian policy of Canada has 
proved singularly successful in the past 
and gives promise of continued success 
in the future. , Although 'the|.ez||i(^^^ 
necessary to establish aD^efficlenti Indian 
policy in this colony baa always pre" 
sented a formidabl'B obstacle, yet oven 
that would have to give way bolbro tho 
liocossity of mnniif^iug tho Indians in 
such a manner as to render them equit- 
bly and Intelligently amenable to British 
law. Bat it is no email relief to think 
that with tho political; obange whioh is 
now imminont we shall be relieved of 
the whole difficulty.

Lato on Saturday niybt last information 
was brought to the rolica Barraoks by an 
Indian that Ibt dead body of a settler was ly 

ing in his cabin at Beeohy Bay, an estuary 

noar Raca F.ocks. loapGctor Bowden, ac- 
compaoied ty oliicer MoMil'm, at onos took 
a boat tor tt.u spot and foaud that the report 
was but too trae. Tbe dead body of a mau 
between 55 and 60 years of age was found 
lyini; on tbo floor, stark and oold, with a 
onu bulict bolo ihrougb tbe brain and (wo 
throu^ih the kft side of the abdomen. Tho 
olliccrs arrasied four Indians, whom they 
louud in a house on lieniiDch Island, on «aa- 
piciofi ol being coDcernod in iho ussaesina- 
tiun ; and tbe body ot ths dead man was 
bioujiht to town in a boat, where it was re- 
oi-^^izjd as t'l&t ofArchibold Campbell, a 
Canadian, who was engaged io farming at 
Beachy Buy, Deoeasad was lately mining 
at Cariboo, and by tiie hiBt oxpress u rerail- 
lance, pioducl of a diviilend from Ilia claim, 
arrived in town. Doceasod «ent to Bouctiy 
Bay ia Januiry last, Lie appears lo havo 
been a man of more thau ordinary ioiil igeocc, 
ua a carefully kept d«iry of bis daily doings 
(or many years past wai foand ia tbe honse. 
Tho last entry was made on tho 24th of No- 
vemlier — ' weather clear.' Under date of 
tho Ifiih of Novembor tho following entry was 
found — ' Tho eoliiuJo of tlio Ilerraitugo was 
l)rokon to-day by IiuliiiiiP. 'i'o a ccrtaio ex- 
tent 1 uirigldd to Bjo ihern, for this (gloomy 
weather gives roe the blues desperately.' 
Poor, lone old man ! Little mDst be have 
imagioed that wiiblo a few short day* one of 
Uio ' welcome ' lodians who then broke bia 
solitude would luko liij life.

-Mr Pemberton yesterdey— A H Gnild (fore-, 
maoj, J. S. Drummond, Charles Hayward, 
John Diur-on, Wm. Beck and G.J. Smart. 
riiB evideoco of Uiu officers to ilie abovo ef- 
feot, and that of priiOiiet's fut';cr, was taken. 
The latter swore that bis son told him he 
shot Campbell in self defence; but noexpla- 
oatiOD was attempted by eitber witoeta or 
prisoner as to how the deoesBed omrne to be 
ahot io three places. Hon. Dr. Helmeken 
held a post ir.ortem esaminaiioa ood testified 
that eitber of the wouudd would have caased 
death. The jury returned a verdict that d;- 
ceaoed came to bia death I'rum gunsbut 
wounds inflicted by Me-Sback, tho Indian 
lad.
